ed to the White House by messenger. 


Trainmen's Chiefs See Harding 
Officials of railroad labor organiza- 


tions- not. on strike, including the 
Brotherhoods of Operating Trainmen, 
headed by L-. E. SheppardThead of the 
Brolherhood of Conductors, will go to 
the White House at 2:30 o'clock to 
present a memorial. 
This, in written 


form, will be supplemented. Mr. Shep- 
pard added, by verbal representations 
concerning Ihe strike situation made 
by union officials. 


Mr. Sheppard said that pending-

It is an essential public service

means seizure of the railroads by the govern- 
ment, at least that will see trains 
running 


again and freight moving on schedule. 
The 


executives and the men can fight it out after 
the trains are running, if they like, but for the 
present this is no private fight. We are all in 
it. most of us with nothing to gain and all to 
lose. Heretofore we have been divided in our 
sympathy, some of us holding the railroads to 
be right, others agreeing with the men in their 
protest aginst the wage reductions and the loss 
of their seniority.

ous question of opinion or partisanship.

strike is pressing home to all of us as we re- 
gard empty coal bins. 


The burden of public hostility henceforth

THE British victory in securing a moratorium 
* for Germany does not mend the reparations 
trouble by considerable. 
Four 
and 
a • half 


months is not sufficient time for Germany to 
get again upon her feet, and the delay 
will 


only postpone, not settle, the clash between 
British efforts to restore European 
markets 


and international trade, and French insistence 
upon the pound of flesh from the beaten enemy. 
What Lloyd George hopes, one may guess, is 
that in the meantime the condition of Germany, 
the hopelessness of trying to get money from 
her without permitting her to earn it in the 
way of trade, the folly of forcing her republi- 
can government over the edge into bolshevism 
or kaiserism, will become more plainly evident. 
The immediate advantage he has gained, of 
course, 
is 
something.

France from forcing the issue and putting the 
screws on Germany by an invasion or other 
means that will "spill the beans" beyond hope 
of picking up.

A moratorium for the rest of the year is 


nrjt all that Germany asked, or that England 


was willing to give her. She wanted 
two 


years to recover before going on with repara- 
tions payments, and a general scaling down of 
the amounts due to what was within her ability 
to pay. 
And England was apparently largely 


in accord with her petition. France was not. 
To prove it, just before the London meeting 
she put into effect the first of her "penalties," 
long talked of should Germany "default, by 
ordering all Germans out of Alsace-Lorraine 
and holding up payment of French 
private 


debts to Germans. 
So the meeting between 


Poincare and Lloyd George seemed certain to 
be a clash, perhaps to promise an open break 
in the entente. That it has not been so, that 
Germany gets some delay and an agreement 
is reached is on the surface a new success for 
Lloyd George. 


One must hand it to the Welshman. He 


seems to have found the 
knack 
of making 


the truculent Poincare listen to reason, even as 
he was able to persuade Millerand and Briand. 
One recalls with a smile that Poincare for 
months refused to meet him to discuss 
the 


business, and the upshot of their 
eventual 


meeting seems evidence his fears were well- 
grounded. 
What will happen when he takes 


his agreement back to the French chamber one 
can only guess—with doubts, recalling what 
happened to Briand after he played golf with 
Lloyd George at Cannes. But the present fact 
is that again, the prime minister 
of Great 


Britain has talked the birds off the bushes. 


His triumph is not altogether personal, 


though. A success for Lloyd George and the 
facts, perhaps, would be putting it better. The 
French policy in relation to Germany has been 
flying in the face of the facts from the begin- 
ning, and with the visible approach of Ger- 
many to financial collapse the impossibility of 
the policy has only been more patent. Germany 
could not pay, and France with her "penalties" 
could only make payment more impossible and 
run up her own bill of expense. So much has 
been plain for months everywhere except in 
Paris. So it is not only Lloyd George's genius 
for compromise and his persuasive tongue that
